sessed, ull etudicd the best plan of defending our walls, 
which surrounded our own national and constant hearts, 
sworn never to surrender them with life When the 
squadron of the enemy appeared, bearing the mvyading 
army, all our pomts of defence were at once covered with 
our veterans and the National Guard From this first 
moment, tho service was constant, wilh the greatest y3- 
gilance, cilizens excused by tho law, ran to the common 
dofence, and few were fonnd without their gun tò assist 5 
all worked and eat thoi ration inf the line, niomently 
expecting the assault, and agreezbly totheir oath resolved 
at the cost of thefr lives, to defend them families and their

But days and dark mghts pdssed, and the enemy did 
not approach our works, he was not antious to measore 
arms with us; nor yenture upon an uncertain derd. of 
arms, selecting as was most agreeable to him, and most 
m accordance with lus character, the, barbarous manner 
of assabeinating the unoffending and defehecless cifizens, 
by a barbarous bombardment of the e:ty ın the moet hor- 
rible manner, throwing into it 4,100 bombs, and an in- 
niimerable number of balls of the largest sıze, during 

ighta and days, ‘directingshis first shots to the -pow- 
der magazine, to the quartér of hospitals of charity, 
and to the pomts, he set on fire, wherd it was beheved 
the public authorities would assemble with persons to 
put it out, to the baker's houses designated by their 
chimnies, and dunng the night ramug over tho entire 
city, bombs, whose height was perfectly graduated with 
the tme of explosion, that they might unite in falling, 
and thus causo the maximum destruction—but such m- 
famous proceedings indicated from the first day the cow- 
ardice of the enemy. His first vecuma were women and 
children, followed by whole families porishmg from the 
effects of the explosion or under the rums of their dwel 
húga, In a short time the hospitals were crowded with 
the wounded, the ead being simultaneously buried—with 
the exception of those unknown, who could not be taken 
from under the ruins.

ing upon certain incomes, to-day find themselves without 
a bed to lie upon, without coyering or clothing to shelter 
them, and without food. ` 

The principa! bake houses no longer existed, no pro- 
visioŭùŭs could be had, and we were without any retail 
šhops—the garrison and part of the population- feeding 
upon rice and beans collected by the mun.cipal authori- 
ties!!! Let it be remembered that we had been block- 
aded one year, causing general poverty; that our nch 
and benevolent men, who could have consoled many and 
relieved more, were absent, and onr real situation can be 
best ascertumed by all those Lnowing “Vera Cruz, to five 
on her commerce, which had been already dead so many 
months. In the midst of such a multitude of horrors, 
desolation and sorrow, with the hospitals full of wounded 
without attendants, the dwellings filled with the unbun- 
ed dead, no food, breaches in the walls, the damago of the 
strongest and best deiended works, with an expiring stack 
of cannon cartridges, from the constent reply of them to 
the enemy, fhe commanding General surrounded ‘with 
such appeals and misfortunes, felt his courage stimulated 
und declared his resolution to defend this post so long as 
there remamed ahve 10 men jor this obyect—ihe officers 
of the line and the municipal aufhorities assembled for 
consultation, and the majority judged it proper to save 
the lives of the innocent citizens assailèd by the enemy, 
whose death did not improve our condition. ” 

We are yet ignorant of the exact number of our killed 
and wounded , but by the best data obtamed, we estimate 
both at not less than one thousand persons ‘The dam- 
age done to dwellings and edifices 1s fiye or six millions 
dollars which cannot be repsired tor 3 great number of 
years j 

These recollections fill the heart with bitterness, axd 
the details, which we omit, will excite horror when wit- 
ten “by better pens Having been a target daring five 
entire days for sx thousand or more ‘projectiles, which 
separated when they exploded, forming, without counting 
the stones and rubbish thrown up, and ofher elements ot 
destruction, to the amount of 2,500,000 shots. 

After sustaining this attack we remain reduced to the

Sir P. Campbell Scariest, m urgmg 
the Bntish Government to undertake the Panama route 
ar the following shrewd and correct remarks, the 
tone of which falls np very appropriately with my Amer- 
ican ear.—‘‘Could any. other nation blame England for 
acquiting by terms of such a treaty the possession of a 
narrow neck of land, for the sole pufpose of rendenng its 
extraordinary position beneficial to the world? Could 
Rusga, whilst carrymg on war against mnocent Circas- 
mans to advance her frontiers tothe east? Could France, 
who, under color of resenting a national insult to her 
consular representative, in pushing, her conquest,in Mo: 
roccp, aiid will probably in the end, be appeased with 
nothing short of the dominion of all that vast country, 
lying between the pillars of Hercules and the confines of 
Egypt? North America is too wise fo object to the 
completion of a design, no matter hy what nation, which 
holds out to her a boundless prospect of future wealth.” 
Mexico herself would find in this work the quickening 
impulse and practical example which sho hud so Jong want- 


ed, and with which sho could not fail to vise rapidly in na- } 


tinal power and prospenty. The idea of Cortez—quite as 
much the statesman as the warrior —has slumbered unim- 
proved for more than three centuries; the spirit of cuter- 
prise, once so strongin the Spanish character, having 
yielded to the idleness ofpride. The pubhe means of Mox- 
ico too, ara miserably deficient, and, a~ Well as her polit- 
| ical instability, unfit her for the underteking While all 
her reflecting men would see that ch= wld share largely 
in its blessings, she is unable to conti.iue forits Recom- 
plhsbhment more than a narrow and at present valueless 
strip of Innd. But Mexico, m sober truth, should not, and 
I trust will not, be permitedte act tho dog in the man- 
get, ta keep perversely and selfishly useless that which, 
without injury to her, may be converted into tho mears 
of bringing closely together, of improving, and of enrich- 
ing the whole human family 
As to your inquiry, Whither the constitution presents 
any proyision with which an appropriation of money, by 
Congress to this purpose would be inconsusteut, I sdy un- 
hestatingly that f can perceive none. If, as no one 
now-a-days disputes, we could’ purchase Louisiana and: 
Florida, or might purehase Cuba or the navigation of the 
nyer St Lawrence, so we could purchase Mexico; and 
beng qonatitutionally competent to buy the whole, we 
can surely huy as much of itas may be wanted, Asa 
mode of regylating commerce, the power may be con- 
sidered to be an expressed ones and I am unable to sce 
how the accidental circumstance of contignity, or dis-

Tus Hanover Tazaty—The new treaty with Han- 
over pravides that a vessel of the United States may go 
te any third country, and garry the preductiqns of that 
country to Hanover, payg ng higher of other dutios 
than a Hanoverian vessel, whilst a Hanoverian bottom 
is to enjoy the same privileges in its intercourse with the 
United States Another section stipulates that neither of 
the contracting parties shall sail other vessels to the porta 
of the respective cauntnes, except sugh as are built with- 
in their territories. For example, 4 Hanoyerian subject 
eannof buy aship from Bremen, Hamburgh, or other 
country foreign to the United States, while be bas the 
right to buy and carry in vessels built at any pf our ship 
ards 
Á The eighth articlo obliges the King of Hanovor to abol- 
ish the duty of raw cuttan—gbout 20 cents per one hun- 
dred pounds—imported into his realm, 2nd also fo abolish 
the existing tranmt duties upon leaves, stems, and strips 
of tobacco in hogsheaga ar casks, raw cotton in bales or 
bags, whale oil in oasks or barrels, and riçe in tierces 
The eleventh article stipnlates that the import duty on 
tobacco in. Hanover shall pat exceed seventy cents por 
100 pounds, but if a contingency should arise by which 
an augmentation would be mdispepsible, the United States 
may, if they pioase, terminate the convention, after one 
year’s notice, at ther pleasure. These are important
